Senate Approves Revenue 
Sharing, Swamp Tax Proposal 


Under a bill passed by 
the Senate earlier this 
month, Crawford County 
would receive $274,671 in 
revenue sharing funds and 
Swamp Tax revenues of 
$231,186, in special state 
grants and local services 
during 1979-80, State Sen- 
ator Mitch Irwin, Sault 
Ste. Marie, announced. 

Included in the grants 
and transfers bill is more 
than $750,000 in state 
revenue-sharing funds for 
the 37th District, said Ir- 
win, chairman of the 
Senate Municipalities and 
Elections Committee. Un- 
der Michigan’s revenue- 
sharing program, the state 
distributes portions of its 
sales, income and other 


taxes to local units of 
government to be used for 
general public service fun- 
ding. 

“All citizens in the 
eastern Upper Peninsula 
and northern Lower Penin- 
sula will benefit from the 
public services which will 
be provided locally with 
the funds earmarked in this 
year’s grants and transfers 


bill,’ Irwin said. ‘‘Sig- 
nificantly, because this 
piece of legislation re- 


turns state tax dollars 
citizens pay their commu- 
nities, it enables local of- 
ficials to determine how 
they are to be spent, rather 
than leaving spending 
decisions up to bureaucrats 
in executive departments. 


“While funding for 
several special grants is 
contained in the bill, the 
lion’s share of funding will 
be used for general support 
of services ranging from 
police and fire protection to 


garbage collection and 
maintenance of public 
facilities, Irwin said. 


“Local officials will be able 
to tailor spending of these 
general purpose dollars to 
provide the programs citi- 
zens have expressed the 
most need for.” 


The bill has been referred 


to a conference committee 
of legislators from the 
House and Senate to iron 
out differences between 
versions of the bill passed 
by each chamber.

Old Business 

The City Manager proposed purchase of 20 litter containers for the 
downtown area. The containers are identical with the one located in 
front of the Hotel and would cost $44.00 each. Council will consider the 
matter at a later date. 

Discussion of the new County Ambulance took place. Mr. Haux- 
well answered some questions concerning the proposed ambulance pur- 
chase. He stated that the fund raising is being conducted by a citizens 
committee, The ambulance which is on loan from Roscommon County 
may only be used for transferring patients. Several persons commented 
about the need for anew ambulance, 

The City Manager noted that there is a need for reappointment of 
Junior Palmer to the City Zoning Board of Appeals for a three year 
term,

2. On expenditures over $100.00. the designee of the Board of 
Commissioners shall approve all purchase orders before goods and ser- 
vices are ordered hy departments. The depository for these. and ail 
purchase orders, shall be the County Clerk's office. 

3. Purchase orders submitted for approval shall include the 
folowing information: 

A. Date purchase order made out. = 

B. Name and address of company goods being ordered from, 

C. Item number or form number and name or description of items 
being ordered. 

O. Unit price and total! price. 

F. Line item (computer number) that expense is to be charged 
against. 

F. Any requests for line item transfers necessary to cover the ex- 
penditure. 

G. Any other information necessary to clarify the request and 
complete the order, 

4. Purchase orders will be in four (4) copies ta be used as fallows: 

A. Original and first two (2) carbons: Filed with the County Clerk to 
be reviewed by the Finance Committee. 

B. Third carbon to be retained by the Department Head or Elected 
Official. Upon approval of the purchase order: 

A. Original and one carbon returned to Department Head or Elec- 
ted Official with notation that it has been approved, 

B. Second carbor retained and filed by the Finance Committee. 

5, Any purchase in excess of $500.C0 shall also be filed in the 
Clerk’s office, shall require two (2) bids to he submitted with the pur- 
chase order, and shall require approval of the full Board prior to expen:

6. Any goods and services purchased without an approved pur- 
chase order, or contrary to this policy, will be considered an 
unauthorized expenditure, and the invoice for same will not be ap- 
proved for payment.

The Board discussed and approved a policy for afier hour emer- 
gencies on County Roads, which applies from November 15th to April 
15th of any given year, effective immcdiately. 

“Any emergency reported by a Police Agency (Ambulance-Fire 
etc.), the Night Man or Patrolman shall have the authority ta call out 
available employees to assist the above agencies. 

(1) If a hazardous conditions is reported between 3:30 and 9:30 
p.m., the Night man shall relay the message to the appropriate Fore- 
man or the Manager. 

(2) Between 9:30 p.m. and 7:00 a.m., Che Night Patrolman shall in- 
vestigate the reported condition to determine if an emergency exists. 
The Patrolman shall have the authority to call out the proper personnel 
to remedy the condition. In questionable situations, the Patrolman 
may calla Foreman or the Manager for direction. 

(3) If the time involved by the Night Patrclman is one hour or more, 
his time shall be charged to the appropriate County Road System. 

(4) County wide snow storms, ice storms, rough roads, etc. shall not 
necessarily be considered an emergency condition.” 

Andie Neilson, Chairman of the Roads and Bridges committee, ap- 
peared before the Board with a complaint from a resident at the corner 
of Fletcher and Military Roads in Beaver Creek Township. Manager 
Fox had previously investigated the situation and found that there was 
rio éause for action.

Jim Smith, Auto Owners Investigator, appeared before the Board 
regarding a notification of a law suit. against the Road Commission.

Payroll-No. 25 in the amount of $25,199.73 and Materials Vouchers 
No. 819 to 893 in the amount of $79,461.39 was approved and accepted 
by the Board. 

The Board revised their policy on Brine Wells as follows: 

Former policy: Brine wells under the control of the Crawford Coun- 
ty Road Commission shall only be used by the Crawford County Road 
Commission (Aug. 13, 1976) 

New Policy: Brine wells under the control of the Crawford County 
Road Commission shall be used by Governmental Agencies only, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Crawford County Road Commission.
